May Christ Himself in Paradise receive the souls of 
those who pass through death. 
Let not our soldiers ever doubt th at they shall over­ 
come the forces of th at king who “seeks to wade through 
slaughter to a throne and shut the gate of mercy on m an­ 
kind. 
O God of Love and Pity, have compassion on the 
wounded, m ake hearable their pains, or send unconscious­ 
ness. 
To surgeons and dressers give strength that knows 
no failing and skill that suffers not from desperate haste.

Pity the poor beasts of service who suffer for m an’s 
wrong. 
For us a t home, let not that open shame be ours, 
that we forget to ease the sufferings of the near and dear 
of brave men in the fighting line.

plant, are set up in the beginning

This moving of a ship while it is be­ 
ing built, Instead of letting it rest on 
stays, is something entirely new. 
Crew Watches it Built 
“Another entirely new idea is the 
stationing of the sub-chascr’s crew, 
recruited probably from the vicinity, 
beside the hull, the

observing 
everything that is done In the build­ 
ing of the boat. 
When a boat is com­ 
pleted at the end of one of the long 
buildings, it is dropped in the River 
Rouge from which it eventually finds 
its way into the ocean via Lake Erie, 
etc.
